For example, 
Applicants arguments do not take into consideration that the conditions for determining the IC50 value in Kaposi's Sarcoma cells are not 
defined in the claims. One in the art could apparently choose what conditions to use to provide an IC50 value as required by the claim. 
Further, the Exhibit provided and the arguments provided do not demonstrate that the Uchida et al oligonucleotide do not have the 
proerties recited in the instant claims. Applicant compares Uchidas determination of antisense activity under the conditions Uchida et al 
used and compare them to the antisense activity of their specific sequences (which claim 1 is not limited to) under the conditions they 
used. For a true comparison one would need to see a side by side comparison under identical conditions, for example. The target area 
under consideration is quite small and Uchida et al have clearly taught to target this area as is clear from their claims directed to this 
specific region, for example. 
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
